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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the roller bearing(claim 3), deep 
groove ball bearing/linear bal bearing combination(claim 4), alignment needle roller bearings 
with an extended ring(claim 5), needle roller and spherical plain bearings(claim 6), multi-row 
ball bearings(claim 7), single row ball bearings with suitably modified cage guidance(claim 8), 
driving pulley(claim 10), projection replaced by a recess(claim 17), locking pin (claim 19), 
solenoid(claim 20), spring-activated switch(claim 21) and flat belt(fig. 25) must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

2. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that which is 
old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 

1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheef in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted 
by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to because figure 1 has numerous lead lines without attached 
reference numerals. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended 
drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of 
the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" 
or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d), If the changes are not accepted by the examiner. 
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the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 24-25 are objected to because of the following informalities: claims 24-25, line 1, 
'a' should be inserted after 'by'. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Exemplary of such: 

Claim 1, lines 6 and 9, 'elements' should be replaced with 'mechanisms'; 

Line 10, 'element' should be replaced with 'mechanism'. 
Claim 1 1, line 3, 'element' should be replaced with 'mechanism'. 
Claim 13, line 2, 'element' should be replaced with 'mechanism'. 
Claims 22-23, line 1, 'said spring' lacks proper antecedent basis. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

8. Claims 2-25 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art discloses a beater bar assembly having a cylindrical beater bar, holes in a casing wall for 
use as first and second holding mechanism and bearings having an inner and an outer sleeve 
wherein the inner sleeve is fixedly attached to the beater bar HOWEVER fails to disclose or 
fairly suggest the outer sleeve fixedly attached to the holding mechanism such that the distal end 
of the outer sleeve is attached to a medial surface of the holding mechanism. 



Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Hato et al. discloses a beater bar assembly having a cylindrical beater bar with first 
and second holding mechanisms wherein the bar is capable of axial oscillation by way of a cam 
and projection that engage with each other upon rotation of a rotary piece. Taylor and Lamken et 
al. disclose beater bar assemblies with a cylindrical beater bar that axially rotates and vertically 
oscillates. Schaefer discloses a cylindrical beater bar having helical brush strips and rigid 
projections. Shin discloses a beater bar with locking grooves. Ahn et al. discloses a beater bar 
assembly having a cylindrical beater bar, bearing holes in a vacuum cleaner casing wall for use 
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as first and second holding mechanism and a single bearing having a sleeve fixedly attached to 
the beater bar. Kim et ai. discloses a beater bar assembly having a cylindrical beater bar, holes in 
a vacuum cleaner casing wall for use as first and second holding mechanism and bearings having 
an inner and an outer sleeve wherein the inner sleeve is fixedly attached to the beater bar and the 
outer sleeve is attached to the inner sleeve, distinct fi-om the holding mechanism, Park('476) 
discloses a beater bar assembly having a cylindrical beater bar and bearings having an inner and 
an outer sleeve wherein the inner sleeve is fixedly attached to the casing of a vacuum cleaner and 
the outer sleeve is fixedly attached to the beater bar. Park('934) discloses a beater bar assembly 
having a cylindrical beater bar, holes in a vacuum cleaner casing wall for use as first and second 
holding mechanism and bearings having an inner and an outer sleeve wherein the inner sleeve is 
fixedly attached to the beater bar and the outer sleeve is fixedly attached to the inner sleeve.
